On Saturday, August 13, 201 1, members ofthe Seventh District patrol unit responded to the 
1200 block of Valley Ave., S.E. Washington» D.C in response to a "91 1" cail for a Domestic 
Violence assauK. The first officer arrived on the scène and was directed by W-l , to a biack 
female he believed to be a victim, sitting in the security booth. W- 1 reported to the police that 
the black female approached his booth and reported that she and her boyfriend, Vance Harris, had 
gotten into an altercation and that she stabbed him. The first officer then approached the female 
and she told the officer a version ofthe event, that was consistent with W-Ts statement The first 
officer then responded to [^13* Street, S. E. W ashington, D.C. apartment^B and as the 
officer approached the hallway of apartment^H hc discovered the victim, Harris, laying on the 
fioor in the hallway suffering from multiple stab wounds. The officer requested DCFD, 
Ambulance 25 and Engine 33 arrived on the scène and checked the victim, Harris, for signs of 
life with négative results. DCMEO on the scène and transported the decedent's remains to their 
office pending autopsy (DCME case number 11-01841). 

On Saturday, August 13, 2011 DCME Dr. Revercomb performed the autopsy and determined the 
cause ofdeath to be lacération to the main artery in the îeg, and the manner of death Homicide. 
Dr, Revercomb also found a stab wound to the abdomen, which punctured the kidney, She 
likewise found défensive wounds, 2 stab wounds to the right arm, a eut on the lcft ring fmger, 
and a lacération above the left eye.

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The défendant was transporté to the Homicide office and subsequently read her Miranda Rights. 
The défendant waiverî her Rights and provided a video taped statement The défendant stated 
that the victim, Harris, was verbaily abusive and began to slap her when she picked up a shoe and 
began siriking the défendant. The défendant could have walked ouï of the apartment and caïled 
for help. Instead, the défendant stated that she ran out of the bedroom into the kitchen and 
picked up a twclve inch stainless steel knife off of the kitchen counter and began stabbïng the 
victim, Harris. The défendant then ran out the apartment where she was caught on video 
throwing the knife in the trash can before goïng to the apartment security booth, The défendant 
said that she dropped the knife as she was running from the apartment. A bloody knife was 
recovered on the floor next to the victim, Harris, and another bloody knife was recovered in the 
trash can by the security booth where the défendant was observed throwing it away. 

Further investigation revealed that the décèdent, Harris, who was 6 T S and 240 pounds and the 
défendant were observed arguing at an earlier event The défendant was observed hittîng the 
décèdent, Harris. There were no signs of a struggle in the bedroom. 1ns te ad , there was blood in 
the kitchen and a blood trail from the kitchen to the hallway where the décèdent, Harris, was 
found. Lastly, the défendant did not have any signs of injury.
